Safely hidden away in a New York 
bank vault is a silver cup, or chama*. 
wk. cli,

valuable of all Christian relies,

cup is known us the Antioch chalice, 
and, although the origin and history of 
it are lost in the mists of the past. 
its purpose, its antiquity and the rti­ 
glon where it was made are all clearly i 
indicated by its form and the decora 
tions on It. 
The chalice consists of two cups, 
one of which fits Inside the other. The 
inner cup is plain, the outer one is 
handsomely decorated in relief. Then* 
are two figures of C hrist 
One shows 
him as a youth, the other as a ma rn re 
man. One of the figures is surrounded 
by ten persons in an attitude of wor­ 
ship—apostles or early fathers of the 
church, no doubt

Number of Remedies Are 
Useful in Killing I.iee 
Calves infested with lice do not 
thrive. Any one of a number of reme­ 
dies may be used to rid calves of lic e . 
The most effective treatment is wash­ 
ing or dipping. 
There is little danger 
from 
colds 
when 
the 
calves 
are 
washed with a coal-tar dip solution. 
Of course, one must use judgment and 
pick a warm day and after washing 
the calves, dry them by rubbing with 
dry cloths or blanketing until they are 
dry. 
The dip has a warming effect 
which helps keep the calves from 
taking cold. 
A scrubbing brush is good to apply 
the dip solution with. 
Make up the 
dip according to the directions of the 
manufacturer. 
This washing should 
bo repeated in ten days or two weeks 
to 
get 
the 
second 
brood 
after it 
hatches. 
Some may object to washing fib* 
calves or the weather may not he fa­ 
vorable. 
In such eases a powder may 
be used until the lice can be totally 
destroyed by the use of a liquid. 
So­ 
dium fluoride may he « lusted on the 
affected parts. 
The lice are fou: I 
along the neck and back. 
Louse pow­ 
ders are all right for temporary relief 
and should be repeated In t“n day< 
fo r the second hatch. 
A g od ;xnv« ier 
can be made as follows: .Sulphur, ex­ 
pounds; sabadilla seed, one pound, 
and pyrethrum powder 
one pound. 
This should be dusted on and repeat­ 
ed in two weeks. 
Another remedy is 
linseed oil applied occasionally dur­ 
ing the winter.

The utility of pure bred live stock- 
was impressively demonstrated at the 
Myron Straton Home Farms of Colo­ 
rado Springs, Colo., recently, according 
to reports to the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
The demon­ 
stration was supplementary to the ed­ 
ucational tour through Colorado of the 
"Pure Rred Sire sp<>. ial” over the lines 
of the Color,ado & Southern and the, 
Burlington railways. 
Two tw>year-old steers fed alike! 
for five and one-half months in the 
feed lots were slaughtered and a com­ 
parison of the carcasses made. 
One 
dressed carcass weighed 715 pounds; 
this steer came from a herd headed 
by a pure bred Hereford sire. 
Tile 
other one weighed 470 pounds; it was 
a common steer without breeding. 
When marketed, the better animal 
brought 19 et nts a pound wholesale, 
while the scrub brought only 12 cents. 
This difference In price, together with 
the difference in weight, gave the 
Hereford steer a money value more 
than double that of the common steer. 
The dressing percentage of the Here­ 
ford was Cl per cent and that of the 
scrub was only 42 per cent. 
The butcher in charge of the dem­ 
onstration said, ‘‘We have to peddle 
beef such as this from the scrub, and 
force it on our trade because we can­ 
not get enough of the better kind to 
supply the demand.” 
Superintendent J. M. Gould of the 
Straton Home Farms said : 
"If we 
could get the better-grade steers, hear­ 
ing the stamp of quality that comes 
from pure bred sires, we would take 
them in preference to scrubs. 
They 
make more economical gains and bring 
more per pound, and more pounds per 
steer.** 


Number of Remedies Are 
Useful in Killing Lice 
Calves infested with lice do not 
thrive. Any one of a number of reme­ 
dies may be used to rid calves of lice. 
The most effective treatment is wash­ 
ing or dipping. 
There is little danger 
from 
colds 
when 
the 
calves 
are 
washed with a coal-tar dip solution. 
< »f course, one must use judgment an I 
pick a warm day end after washing 
tin* calves, dry them by rubbing with 
dry cloths or blanketing until they are 
dry. 
The dip has a warming effect 
which helps keep the calves from 
taking cold. 
A scrubbing brush is good to apply 
the dip solution with. 
Make up tile 
dip according to the directions of the 
manufacturer. 
This washing should 
be repeated In ten days or two weeks 
to 
get 
the 
second 
brood 
after It 
hatchet. 
Some may object to washing tho 
calves or the weather may aor he fa­ 
vorable. 
In such cases a powder may 
In* used until the lice can be totally 
destroyed by tho use of a liquid* 
So­ 
dium fluoride may bo dusted on tin1 
affected parts. 
Tile lice ar* f >und 
along the neck and back. Louse pow­ 
ders are all right for temporary relief 
and should be repented In ten days 
for the second hatch. A g -od powder 
can be made as follows: Sulphur, tv ■> 
jam rids J sabadilla see* I, one pound, 
and pyrethrum powder, on** pound. 
This should be dusted on and repent­ 
ed In two weeks. 
Another remedy Is 
linseed oil applied occasionally dur­ 
ing the winter.

When traveling or romping It often 
becomes necessary to sleep in the car, 
and those who have done this will ad­ 
mit that it Is not v?ry comfortable u n­ 
less special arrangem ents are made.

M aking Up Bed. 
In making u p this bed the folded 
canvas is taken from Its storage place 
behind the cu shion fram e and brou ght 
forward over the. lowered backs of the 
two front seats to the windshield. Tim 
lower portion of the windshield is 
opened ou tward and the cu rtain pole 
passed throu gh 
the hem, 
the ends 
bearing against the ou tside of the win­ 
dow frame on each side, as shown in 
diagram. If proper tension is given, the 
canvas will not sag enou gh to tou ch 
the front seats and will be su fficient­ 
ly high at the back so that no pillows 
are needed.

Her- are simple ru les which if ob­ 
served will help i rt vent forest fire,'*: 
1. Pe su re you r ; 
♦*!: is ou t—break 
it in two before throwing It away. 
2. Don’t throw eigars, cigarettes and 
pipe ashes over the side of you r ma­ 
chine. Provide a cb sod receptacle. 
A 
tin can will do. 
3. Bu ild small camp fires on ¡'arc 
grou nd or * . 
i eky su rfaces nv ay 
from bru sh and trees. 
Scrape a way- 
all inflammable material. 
4. Never leave you r carop fire u n­ 
watched. 
When you are finished with 
the camp fire be su re it’s dead—then 
bu ry it with dirt or gravel and not 
with inflammable leaf mold. 
a. Keep in tou ch with the forest 
ranger. 
Report all fires: you may 
however small. 
Consider the ranger 
as you r friend whose du ty it Is to pro­ 
tect you r forests. 
0. Inqu ire abou t tire regu lations. In 
some states the law requ ires permits- 
before camp fires may fie bu ilt. 
7. At all tln.es and u nder all circu m­ 
stances be as carefu l with fire while 
you are in wooded areas as you wou ld 
be in you r own home.

Good Brakes Regarded 
as Accident Insurance 
Motorists are advised to see that 
their brakes are always in the best 
of condition so that a qu ick stop can 
be made in case of emergency. Fau lty 
brakes often cau se accidents which 
otherwise cou ld have been avoided, ac­ 
cording to Dayton Keith of the Chi­ 
cago Au tomobile Trade association. 
In discu ssing the necessity of ein­ 
dent braking power, Mr. Keith said: 
“Uood brakes, always ready to bring 
abou t a qu ick stop are the best accident 
Insu rance a motorist can have. 
W hen 
a sleepy pedestrian carelessly steps 
ou t In front of a machine, or loses his 
head in the middle of the street, the 
motorist u nconsciou sly does one thing 
—ju ms on his brakes. 
“My advice to motorists is to Inspect 
their brakes every two weeks—not less 
ban once a month. 
Keep them tight 
enou gh so that they will grab hold the 
instant they are applied. 
Keep all 
connections well oiled. 
Don’t allow 
you r 
brakes 
to 
squ eak; 
squ eaky 
brakes are not safe and shou ld be 
looked after Immediately. 
If you r 
lining Is worn, have the brakes re­ 
lined. 
Brake lining Is mu ch cheaper 
than accidents u md lawsu its.” 


Occasional Spray Will 
Keep Radiator Bright 
Throu gh serving as a sieve throu gh 
which du st is constantly drawn by 
the su ction of the fan, the radiator 
core becomes prematu rely old !r, ap­ 
pearance, particu larly as viewed from 
the fron t 
often one wii! see an oth­ 
erwise spotless car with 
a 
du ll 
<*r 
splotched radiator core. 
By the occasional u se of a pu mp 
spray, the front of any car may be 
kept solid black, alu minu m, or any 
desired color with Iittie attention 
or 
expense. 
The spray is filled 
with 
liqu id lam p black, or with ordinary 
paint o f the desired color, thinned with 
equ al parts of gasoline. 
The gasoline 
lightens the coat applied, and assist» 
Its penetration back into the crevico­ 
in the core which cannot be reached 
with a bru sh. 
By operating the pu mp 
handle the paint spray is distribu ted 
evenly over and into the su rface of 
the radiator core, and a new effect is 
secu red in a few minu tes. 
A piece of 
wrapping paper shou ld be placed be­ 
hind the radiator to protect the en­ 
gine.—Motor.

Making Up Bed. 
In making up this bed the folded 
canvas is taken from its storage place 
behind the cushion frame and brought 
forward over the lowered bucks of the 
two front seats to tile windshield. The 
lower portion of the windshield is 
opened outward and the curtain pole 
passed through the hem, the ends 
bearing against the outside of the win­ 
dow frame on each side, as shown in 
diagram. If proper tension is given, the 
canvas will not sag enough to touch 
the front seats and will be sufficient­ 
ly high at the back so that no pillows 
are needed. 
During the day the can­ 
vas is folded and stored behind the 
back cushion, and the curtain pole 
I laced umler the rear seat.—Popular 
Mechanics Magazine.

Good Brakes Regarded 
as Accident Insurance 
Motorists ure advised to see that 
their brakes are always in the best 
of condition so that a quick stop can 
he made in case of emergency. Faulty 
brakes often cause accidents which 
otherwise could have been avoided, ac­ 
cording to Dayton Keith of the <*hl- 
cago Automobile Trade association. 
In discussing tile necessity ct effi­ 
cient braking power, Mr. Keith said: 
‘‘Good brakes, always ready to bring 
about a quick stop are the best accident 
insurance u motorist can have. 
When 
a sleepy pedestrian carelessly step* 
out in front of a machine, «>r loses his 
head in the middle Of the street, the 
motorist unconsciously does one thing 
—Jams on his brakes. 
“My advice to motorists is to inspect 
their brakes every two weeks—not less 
hun once a month. 
Keep them tight 
enough so that they will grab hold the 
instant they are applied. 
Keep all 
connections well oiled. 
Don’t allow 
vour 
brakes 
to 
squeak; 
squeaky 
brakes are not safe and should be 
looked after Immediately. 
lf your 
lining Is worn, have the brakes re­ 
lined. 
Brake lining Is much cheaper 
than accidents and lawsuits.” 


Occasional Spray Will 
Keep Radiator Bright 
Through serving as a sieve through 
which dust is constantly drawn by 
the suction of the fan, the radiator 
core becomes prematurely old In ap­ 
pearance, particularly a*- viewed from 
the front, 
often one will see an oth­ 
erwise spotless car with a dull 
or 
splotched radiator core. 
By the occasional use of a pump 
spray, the front of any car may be 
kept solid black, aluminum, or any 
desired color with little attention or 
expense. 
The spray is filled with 
liquid lamp black, or with ordinary 
paint of the desired color* thinned with 
equal parts of gasoline. 
The gasoline 
lightens the coat applied, and assists 
its penetration back into the crevices 
In the core which cannet be reached 
with a brush. By operating the pump 
handle the paint spray is distributed 
evenly over and into the surface of 
the radiator core, und a new effect is 
secured in a few minutes. 
A piece of 
wrapping paper should be placed be- 
hind the radiator to protect the en­ 
gine.—Motor.
